Washington, April J1-—Word aa« 


Just been received from the governor 
of South Dakota by the Washington 
National Monument association that a 
huge granite slab shortly will be ship- 
ped here to be placed in the Wash- 
ington monument. With the installa- 
tion of this slab, every state in the 
union, with the exception of Arizona, 
North Dakota. Idaho and Xew -Mexico, 
will be represented. No date for the 
dedication has <been decided but it was 
said to ibe likely that April 30, anni- 
versary of Washington's inauguration, 
would be selected. 


In accordance with a custom estab- 


lished when the monument was dedi- 
cated, ebruary 21, 1885, every state 
slab sealed Into position in the in- 
tlrior of the great shaft haa been of 
uniform size, and the granite block 
now ready for shipment to Washing- 
ton by the state of South Dakota will 
measure four by six feet, with a thick- 
ness of two feet the same dimension 
of other state stones. No stone may 
be placed in the monument unless it 
has been provided for by the legis- 
lature of'a state, 'and the states have 
had the privilege of chiseling a patri- 
otic inscription or coat of arms on the 
slaJbs sent 'to the monument commis- 
sion. 
In the majority of instances 


coats of arras have, been chosen. 


Senator sterling, of South Dakota, 


will be asked by the Monument associ- 
ation to arrange for the dedication of 
the slab from his state. One member 
of congress -who especially will bf 
asked to participate in the ceremonies 
will be "Uncle Joe" Cannon, who was 
said today to be the only.living mem- 
ber of congress who Was present at 
the eeremoniesvin 1&83 when the mon- 
ument was dedicated. 


The 'Washington monument was con- 


structed of pure white marble and 
granite, and the tapering design of 
graceful proportions reaches skyward 
five hundred and fifty-five feet, and 
looks down upon the city founded by 
and named for, Washington. The cor 
ner stone was laid July 4, 1848, and 
the topmost stone of the pyramid was 
set December 6, 1SS4.

According 
to one side, the operators and own- 
ers are cobbing the country for their 
swollen profits. 
According to 
the 


other, something like 600,000 strong 
men are using their jobs in a basic 
and indispensable industry .to 
de- 


mand a full week's wages for only 
30 hours' work. 


Whistle the "Boss" 


It is the whistle that tells us that 


neither mine owner nor mine work- 
er Is as bad as he appears. The 
whistle knows that both of them are 
pretty much his slaves. 


"The soft coal mines of 
America 


worked in 1921 an average of only 
'170 days and in 1920 an average of 
only 224. The hard coal miners gen- 
erally worked a larger number." 


That is the way an unprejudiced 


witness known as the 
director of 


the U. • S. Geological Survey 
tells 


the story of the w.histle. 


The story means 
that 
between 


100,000 and 150,000 more miners are 
kept in the coal towns that can toy 
any possibility be given a full year's 
work. At even $1000 each, their wag- 
es alone add $100,000,000 to the cost 
of our daily coal. If the miners went 
"inside" every working 
day, they 


would give us 40 per cent more coal 
than we could possibly dispose of.

to have more than 30 hours of work 
cut themsevea down and gave their 
extra hours to those who average 
less than 30, then those five working 
days of six hours each would produce 
more coal than is ordinarily obtained. 
Thus, the 30-hour demand is not for 
less work, but.for a more even divi- 
sion of what work there la. 


As it stands, tonnage rates 
and 


hourly rates endeavor to give 
the 


worker something like a living wage 
even though he can't do anything like 
a year's work. 


Overhead Costly 


Besides the wages- of workless men, 


other hundreds of millions are add- 
ed to our coal bill by the useless and 
unproductive 'overhead" of all those 
workless days. That's ' not only in- 
terest .on the money tied up in idle 
machinery, cars, 
etc. 
It 
is 
also 


the cost of pumping water out of, 
and pumping air into, 
the 
dark 


passages below ground. Even the air 
of one day's pumping-in weighs more 
than the coal of one day's taking- 
out! Both air and water must be 
moved whether any coal moves or 
not. Without such attention for even 
a fewweeks the ordinary mine would 
become a ruin. 


What is the "why" of all this huge 


expense of idle money, idle machin- 
ery and idle men? Whose fault it it? 


Well, for one thing we havent 


enough railway cars to supply 
all 


the mines when their peak , demand 
arWves. That's why the mine" own- 
ers want the men to be in the mine 
towns even. though they 
can't 
be 


kept busy. For the more men" a mine 
has on its pay-roll, the higher its

As long as we insist 
upon ordering our coal when we want 
it and not a day • -before, 
the

miners and the coal operators -will 
be hard ,to get along with. . They 
•will all be suffering from that "dis- 
temper which causes more unhappi- 
ness in American industry than any 
other. 
It is called the "Peak 
and 


Trough Disease." Of that disease, the 
tipple's whistle is only a 
symptom. 


Our bunching of our orders into our 
cold weather is the cause. For coal 
cannot be mined or stored at the 
mine in ' advance without increased 
cost. 


Two Proposals 


Lower freight rates in the summer 


and greater favor shown by the bank- 
ers to the coal users who "stock up" 
in the warm months—these are two 
proposals made -for cutting off the 
peaks of OUT demand and so filling 
up the troughs of the miners' unhap- 
py and demoralizing idleness. They 
require action by our Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and our Federal 
Reserve Bank. 


The necessary government permis- 


sion was proposed by a commission 
called in after the last coal strike. 


These proposals will doubtless 
be 


made again by the government com- 
•misf.lon likely to be appointed 
for 


settling the present dispute. For the 
furnace downstairs and 
the 
base- 


burner in the sitting-room, we av- 
erage 
citizens buy only about one- 


sixth of the country's coal, but by our 
understanding or lack of understand- 
ing -we determine what our govern- 
ftrs do in Washington. , 


The coad dispute is not 
a 
fight 


about wages and hours. It is a fight 
for jobs. 


The miners and owners in our coal 


towns art the slaves of that daily 
work-or-no-work whistle. 


It is we ourselves who are

Fargo, N. D., April 12.—4fcventy-five 


million acres of corn, an increase of 
about 3* per cent over the 1821 acre- 
age will ba grown in North Dakota 
this year, in the opinion of Dr. H. L. 
Wateter agronomist of the North Da- 
kota Agricultural experiment station. 
"Statistics show that in 1920 the 


corn acreage increase was 31 per cent 
over the previous year," Dr. Walster 
says, '•while to 1921; there was a six 
per cent increase over -920. To get 
the probable acreage this spring sev- 
eral

must oe 
consideredr 


Among things affecting the probable 
yields are the drouths and rust of 
previous years which have led farm- 
ers to more diversification in their 
(arming. Corn exhibits at the fairs 
in the last few years, and boys and 
girls corn club work have increased in- 
terest'in corn growing." 


Failure on corn production is at- 


tributed by Mr. Walster largely to two 
things: -poor s<jed and lack of care.
